(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE) 

INDIANAPOLIS, Sept. 9.—The Coal River Collieries Company, 
which operates coal mines in West Virginia and Kentucky and 
is owned by mefiibefts of the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engi- 
neers, although the brotherhood has no direct interest in the 
company, has refused to sign a wage agreement with the United 
Mine Workers of America, because it cannot break even by oper- 
ating under union demands, according to Warren &. Stene, head 
of the engineers and chairman of the board of the coal company. 

Mr. Stone's statement was contained in correspondence over 
the situatfon between John L. Lewis, president of the miners’ 
union and himself, made public by Mr. Lewis here tonight. 

Until last April 1 the company owned by members of the 
engineers’ brotherhood operated ite West Virginia mines on a 
union basis, but refused to concur in the Jacksonville, Fila., agree- 
ment reached by members of the central competitive field to 
continue the existing wages for three years.

PAPER REQUIREMENTS 

American paper requirements 
have nearly quadrupled since 1499, 
it ie stated, and now exceed 
000 tons a year. They constituted 
56 per cent of the world’s paper 
consumption in 1820, and our per- 
capita consumption is double that 
of any other country. Within 
twenty-five years. it is estimated, 
our paper requirements will have 
increased by more than 6.006.006 
tons. The paper now consumed in 
the United States requires $.146,- 
000 cords of wood annually.

Mickey and the Critics

lexsly panned. 

One of the New York critics said that Blanche 
Sweet was absurd as Teas. Others have simply 
hooted at the whole proceeding. 

To my way of thinking, this is unjust and 
untrue. 

Tess is an old-fashioned story—based upon 


almost forgotten social standards. It was im- 
possible to handle it without certain crudities. 

Blanche Sweet certainly took liberties with 
the part of Tess. That's true. Her Tess was 
far from an unsophisticated milkmaid. Just 
so, Pola Negri changed the character of Liiy 
Czepanek in Suderman’s “Song of Songs.” In 
Blanche’s case, however, she made Tess a con- 
sistent and logical character. And I though: 
her acting, although at times overdrawn, was 
forceful and moving. 


Professional Grouches 
To many of the professional critics the ordeal 


of going to the movies seems to be well-nigh 


intolerable. All pictures look punk to them. 
The business of being a professional spectator 
seems to them to be almost beyond human en- 
durance. 

The obvious remedy would seem for them 
to seek some less agonizing occupation. Bet- 
ter, certainly, than for them to fill the air, and 
the magazines, with their screams of anguish. 
As a reader, I would like to find out whether 
pictures are good or bad; I don’t care a hoot 
how bored the critics are. 

Bad Casting | 

Bad casting wrecked three pictures of recent 
release that should have been good. 

The outstanding example was Ernest Tor- 
rence in “The Sideshow of Life.” 

Mr. Torrence is a capable character actor; 
but he is not adapted to parts like lovers, clowns 
or dashing professional soldiers. He ruined
